THE ELUSIVE ELONGATED SEARCH by Richard Townsend TEC #365

At the 3rd day of the ANA convention in Miami, I saw a dealer 
had a display of elongated coins in a show case and lo and behold, 
There was my map. It was unholed and perfect in every detail! The 
price was an unbelievable $2.00, needless to say, I grabbed it fast! 
My persistence had paid off at last. Now I'm looking for Dow N.Y. 
ROC-1 and I hope it won't take me as long to find this one. Can any¬ 
one out there help me?

A few days ago I was browsing in the department store where my 
wife works. I chanced upon a stack of booklets on the counter where 
the store sells their packaged postage stamps and supplies. One of 
the booklets was titled "Hawaiian Money and Medals” so I bought the 
book. It happened to be a first (and so far only) edition published 
in 1967, and written by Gordon Medcalf and Robert Fong. 

Mr. Medcalf is the owner of Island Coins Exchange, a stamp and 
coin shop in Honolulu’s Ala Noana Shopping Center and has other nu¬ 
mismatic publications to his credit. He hopes to have a revised and 
updated "Hawaiian Money and Medals" published this year. The cur¬ 
rent booklet covers all phases of Hawaiian numismatics including to¬ 
kens, wooden money and elongated coins, so it should be of interest 
to many TEC members. This booklet lists the "Crazy Carter's" coin 
mentioned in "Notes of Interest" (page 15) of the April - June TEC 
NEWS. A complete list of elongateds described in the booklet is as 
follows: (capitalized letters are inscriptions on the pieces).

For over a year now I have been working on the designs for my 
limited edition (300 cents and 10 sets) world’s fair anniversary 
elongated coin series. As far as possible I have been trying to use 
the official logo of each fair as the central theme of the elongated 
design. In addition the dates, city and anniversary number are 
shown. In the case of more recent events this does not cause too 
many problems. Events such as the two New York world's fairs, 
Seattle, San Antonio, Spokane, Osaka, Montreal and the Chicago Cen¬ 
tury of Progress all had logos which were widely used. 

In the case of older events such as New York's Crystal Palace, 
St. Louis' Louisiana Purchase, etc. the determination of an official 
logo does not seem to be that easy. After searching through reams 
of post cards, catalogs, maps, brochures, and guide books I some¬ 
times find I am at a loss to decide what to use on the coins. In 
the case of the 1904 St. Louis Fair I ended up using a map of the 
United States with an outline of the Louisiana Purchase territory 
(similar to the design of one of the US postage stamps issued for 
this event). In the case of the 1853 exhibition I used a view of 
the Crystal Palace theme building as the center of my elongated 
design. 

Thirteen of the twenty fair anniversaries planned for honor in 
this series have now been issued. The next two, Osaka's Expo 70 and 
Spokane's Expo 74, are simple. Their logos are current and well 
known to all collectors. Both of these elongateds will be issued 
later this summer. 

However I could use some advice and counsel from TEC members 
relative to the last five elongateds in the series. These five are 
planned to honor the following events: 


San Diego's California-Pacific, 1935 
San Diego's Panama-Califomia, 1915 
Portland's Lewis and Clark, 1905 
Buffalo's Pan American, 1901 
Philadelphia's Centennial, 1876 


40th Anniversary 
60th Anniversary 
70th Anniversary 
75th Anniversary 
100th Anniversary 


If anyone has information as to the official logo's for these 
fairs I would certainly appreciate receiving copies of the logos or 
information as to the whereabouts of the official documentation. In 
fact I will send a complimentary elongated for that fair to the per¬ 
son submitting the first postmarked copy of the official logo for 
any of the above mentioned five fairs. 

Information on how to order individual specimens or complete 
sets of these world's fair elongateds is included in a full page ad 
elsewhere in this issue of TEC NEWS. It should be noted that a

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MY FIRST ELONGATED CENT by Marvin Burnette TEC #565 

St. louis. Mo. 

Hi folks, do you recall buying your first rolled cent? We all 
know that was the name kids gave this odd shaped cent, not as 
fancy as the title "Elongated Coin", the name we collectors use 
now. I bought my first elongated cent when I was at that wonderful 
carefree age of twelve years old during the summer of 1923. Spend¬ 
ing money in those times was not to be had just for the asking. So 
I did any and all kinds of odd jobs after school, such as in the 
winter months, I chopped fire wood and carried in coal for the heat¬ 
ing stoves. During the summer I was busy cutting grass with the old 
style hand mower. When Saturday came I had a pocket of small change, 
sometimes I had as much as seventy-five cents or a dollar. Boy, was 
I rich. 

During the summer of 1923 a large carnival came to my neighbor¬ 
hood, just three blocks away on a lot that is now the Coca-Cola Bot¬ 
tling Co., at Garrison & North Market.

Come on Buddy, don't be cheap or a piker, spend your money." Of 
course at the age of twelve I was a little afraid of spending that 
large amount of money for a trinket, because for a whole nickel I 
could have a long ride on the ferris wheel, or the merry-go-around. 
After quite a spell of teasing and half begging by this man I parted 
with the six cents of my hard earned money. Boy-O-Boy, I sure am 
happy now that I spent that large amount of my money. 

So Folks, that is how I got my first elongated cent. This 
Lord's Prayer elongated was rolled on a 1920 Lincoln cent, which I 
still have today among special treasures. Do you remember when and 
where you found your first rolled cent.

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OUR SALLY IS STILL AROUND by David J. Singer TEC #423 

Skokie, Illinois 

I turned on the TV and there was Sally - yes, the 
same Sally Rand that gracefully flapped her ostrich fans 
and exposed some of her torso at the Century of Progress 
in 1933 and 1934 for the salary of $6,000 a week, during 
the depression years. 

Now, at the ripe age of 70, fit as ever she appeared 
on KUPS program, (Feb. 1975) and talked about her act 
that made her world famous, a fame that is still remem¬ 
bered. 

I looked through my folder on Sally and find a car¬ 
toon of an elderly couple sitting on their rocking chairs 
and the words below the cartoon, "We've had a wonderful 
life together, Thaddeus. My only regret is that we never 
got to the Chicago World's Fair to see Sally Rand's fan 
dance. " 

Then a 1969 article and picture of Sally Rand tastefully dem¬ 
onstrating her technique in the Museum of the City of New York at 
the age of 65 still dancing. She donated two of her fans to the 
museum's theatrical section. 

Then I have the elongated tie clip, an elongated of Sally and 
her fans in the Streets of Paris, Chicago 1933, given to me by Bob 
Callander. It's gold plated and brilliant, as if it were just made, 
(page 42 ILL-CPIE 67 Dottie Dow's book). 

Of seven Street's of Paris roll-outs, one shows the streets of 
Paris ship and the night club building. This is followed by #66 and 
66a, with a nude holding a large balloon. Before Sally introduced 
her famous fan dance, other dancers used a balloon. Then the #67 
mentioned above. Number 68 and 69a (page 43) show a nude bending 
down with the Streets of Paris in the background. Number 69 shows 
the bow of the ship. Streets of Paris, World's Fair. 

To the best of my knowledge, all of the Streets of Paris roll¬ 
outs were produced unofficially. They were not made and sold on the 
Chicago World's Fair grounds. 

Sally was a smart business woman and her agent was at least her 
equal. Only one elongated operator dared to put the name Sally on 
the roll-out . Would she have approved? Would she have asked for a 
royalty? One of these days maybe I'll run into Sally Rand and ask 
her these questions. 

Meanwhile, I sometimes think of Sally having seen her dance in 
a Chicago theatrical a year before the Chicago World's Fair opened. 
I did not see her perform in the Streets of Paris while I worked at 
the Fair. My job and hours made it impossible. 

I can still hear the barker, "In the Columbian Exposition we 
had "Little Egypt" doing her titilating dance of the seven veils. 
Now come in folks and see Sally do her famous fan dance, the talk of 
Chicago World's Fair, you've never lived until you see Sally do her 
act. Step right up folks." 

Sally is probably the first theatrical woman, the first living 
woman, the first nude, and the most celebrated person of the C.W.F. 
to be engraved on a penny.

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RESEARCH OP THE MACCABEES by 0. Wilson Morgan TEC #183 

Hernando, Pla. 

Having achieved success in my pursuit of the elongated cent and 
accompanying token of Soc-KOTM #1, (see article in TEC NEWS July- 
Aug.-Sept. 1974 page 8.) I was pleased to see on the bourse floor 
at the A.N.A. Convention in Miami, Florida., a plaque depicting the 
Maccabees of Ancient Times. This interested me so much I decided to 
do a little research into the name Maccabees. 

As far as I can discover thru the help of five libraries (Ocala, 
Gainesville, Orlando, Inverness, St. Petersburg) and writing, not 
only to a professor friend of mine, but also to Port Huron and to 
Southfield, Michigan. The Maccabees were the princes of, or lead¬ 
ers of a heroic family or tribe. They rescued Judea from the tyranny 
of Antiochus Epiphanes, and rendered it independent for about a 
century. 

The Semitic people, after a religious difference were driven 
westward and settled a land called Canaan. Two of the tribes moved 
further to the south and lived in Judah. Prom these tribes came the 
Maccabees and their great leader Judas Maccabaeus, after whom the 
organization was named. 

I also found the Maccabees to be certain apocryphal books of 
the Old Testament, which give an account of Jewish affairs in the 
time of the Maccabean princes. The four books of the Maccabees are 
not a successive history, but an independent and partly parallel 
treatment of the same events. 

There was no written language of the Hebrews, or Hibris, as 
they were once called in the first 1000 years of this long period of 
their history. Any news historical or otherwise was carried by word 
of mouth by professional story tellers. By the time writing came in¬ 
to existence, stories which had remained vivid in their telling, had 
grown hazy in their association with time. 

Now, data pertaining to the Knights of the Modem Maccabees. 
The lodge was founded in 1878 as a fraternal benefit society in Ion- 
don, Ontario, Canada and was named after Judas Maccabaeus and the 
princes. 

The first lodge in the TJ.S.A. was at Port Huron, Michigan in¬ 
stituted in 1881. The plans of the original society were so faulty 
that business success was impossible, so the Michigan Society took 
over the lodge affairs. 

Altho no proof is evident, the charter members of the lodge 
were thought to have been given a serial numbered medal. As quite a 
few of these round medals have come to light. 

Before 1914 the lodge was known as the Knights of the Maccabees, 
but at this time the word Modem was added, to make the name as we 
now know it. 

The lodge headquarters are at Southfield, Michigan, 25800 North 
Western Highway, 48075. The lodge has now almost a million members.

Its nice to see our TEC membership growing with 
each new member listing in TEC NEWS. Welcome to our 
happy hobby ranks. 

The shortage of the Dow book "The Elongated Col¬ 
lector" and Lee Martin’s "Today's Elongateds" makes 
it rough on the new collector. 

Making a rubbing of your elongateds so you can 
mail it out to an advanced collector for identification while cor¬ 
responding, will prove well worth the effort. The secret of a good 
rubbing is to use a soft lead pencil, unlined paper and to hold the 
coin so it doesn’t slip. Practice will do wonders! Trying to make 
a rubbing with the coin in a holder is next to impossible, for this 
reason, make your rubbing when you first obtain your elongated coin. 

I'll be happy to identify any rubbings sent to me, (if you send 
a S.S.A.E. with your letter.) I have copies of the two elongated 
books mentioned above. 

With the rapid growth of new issues each year the new collector 
may become discouraged. For this reason electing a theme to collect 
will perhaps stimulate interest that will be lasting. Your choice 
is almost unlimited. Some popular themes are, political, holiday, 
space, historical people, buildings, animals, flags, religious, just 
to name a few. 

I've found using the 60 pocket stock books ideal for housing my 
theme collection. A good point to remember if you plan future dis¬ 
plays is to use a staple in the holder. This also makes it easy 
if you wish to make second rubbings. 

Remember help is for the asking and only a few stamps away. 



THE FRUSTRATION OF A ROLLER by Chester Rogers TEC #515 

Leachville, Ark. 

A lot of people do not know the frustration of a roller, they 
think that a 490 markup on a penny is a pretty good margin. Boy, how 
wrong they are. Without going into details of the cost of the die, 
plus monetary value of coins used, just the amount lost in setting 
up to roll a set composing of a penny, nickel, dime and quarter can 
go as high as ten dollars. This doesn’t happen every time, but its 
very discouraging many times. For example I just finished rolling 
25 sets of two different dies, the loss was eight dollars and twenty 
cents. Why "?" on dimes and quarters are the biggest loss? The dime 
is the smallest coin and yet it is hard to roll, on account of its 
width. The quarter is the hardest to do, the high spots and the low 
spots make it difficult to roll out. First you try the eight posi¬ 
tions (octagon) using the head of the eagle pointing to each of the 
eight positions trying to find the right angle to feed the roller. 

On these two dies I just ruined twenty quarters, (five dollars). 
This is the reason sometimes you get a quarter rolled so off center 
(not even), because thats the only way it can be rolled. So I hope 
the next couple dies come out a little better, with only a small 
loss. So we don't make much money, but we do have fun making them.
